Your interesting letter of October 15, 1986 is at hand and I am glad 
to try to respond. 

In 18th century copper coinage from American mints there are more than 
20 obverse dies in the coinages of Connecticut, New Jersey, Vermont, 
Virginia, Fugios, etc. No dies are numbered. The number of pieces 
struck from any given die or pair of dies is unknown and we can only 
estimate from scarcity as to how many were struck. Averages can be 
determined in some situations such as Virginia, where the total quantity 
struck is known. There are no dies from Connecticut, Vermont and New 
Jersey, but there is a die or two for the Virginia coinage in the London 
Mint collection and a few Fugio dies, most of which are-not genuine. 

United States coinage is very well documented in the 18th century and 
the early 19th century so that the total production and the number of 
dies is readily ascertainable. Again we are involved with averaging 
unless you wish to conclude from scarcity the number actually struck. 
Perhaps you should look at Coinage For Colonial Virginia which I wrote; 
items published in the Colonial Newsletter written by Ned Barnsley; 
Kessler's book on the Fugio Cent which is a revision of my original 
work; and Overton's book on early United States Half Dollars. 

Perhaps we ought to talk about it. I will gladly call you to do so 
if you feel it would be helpful.
